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359 GET SOCIAL 
SECURITY PAY 
AT END OF 1956 


Barbecue Will Feature 
Homecoming Aug. 24 


Dr. Spencer Named To 
Action Group To Sift 
Mountain Area’s Needs 


More than 359 beneficiaries in 
Morgan county were getting mon¬ 
thly social security payments to¬ 
taling $13,364 at the end of 1956. 

The number of beneficiaries 
increased by 89 over 1955 and the 
total of monthly benefits being 
paid in the County at the close 
of the year was $3428 over the 
total being paid a year ago Rob¬ 
ert A. Flynn, district manager 
of the social security office in 
Ashland announced today. These 
increases, he noted, result in part 
from the protection provided to 
'arm families by the coverage of 
farm employment and self-em¬ 
ployment under social security. 

He pointed out that self-em¬ 
ployed farmers were first brought 
under social security in January 

1955. Those over retiiement age 
at that time, or who reached re¬ 
tirement age before the end of 

1956, became insured if they re¬ 
ported self-employment income 
of at least $40(1 for 1955, and 
again for 1956. These insured per¬ 
sons were able to qualify for old- 
age benefit payments during the 
latter year. Mr. Flynn said that 
about 108 self-employed farmers 
and their dependents filed claims 
for benefits in Morgan County 
in 1956. The number of farm 
claims filed in 1957 will be much 
greater he said. For example, 
during the 6 months, Ja.iuary- 
June 1957, 229 claims for bene¬ 
fits had been filed, 

Noting the impact of farm cov¬ 
erage in general on essentially 
agricultural areas like Morgan 
County, Mr Flynn said that a 
farm employee, for instance, who 
was already at retirement age by 
mid-1956 became insured as of 
April l of that year if he had 
taxable wages of $400 or more 
ii. 1955 and of at least $400 in 
1956. Benefits paid to farmers 
and their dependents, moreover, 
figured in the nationwide totals 
for 1956. At the close of the year, 
over 9 million people were re¬ 
ceiving almost one-half billion 
dollars in monthly benefit pay¬ 
ments . 

In Morgan County for the mon¬ 
th of December 1956, 164 retired 
workers were being paid a total 
of $1665 monthly in the same co¬ 
unty for December, a total of 
59v9 was being paid to aged wid¬ 
ows or dependent aged widow¬ 
ers and parents of deceased wor¬ 
kers The lowering of the age at 
which a woman without an en¬ 
titled child in her care can start 
Setting benefits is reflected in 
these figures, he pointed out. Ef¬ 
fective with November 1956 bene¬ 
fits could be paid to women 
starting' at age 62 

Montl.ly payments o f $2700 
were being made to 99 widow¬ 
ed mothers with children under 
18 in their care and minor chil- 
den of retired or deceased work¬ 
ers Nine out of ten mothers and 
children in the United States now- 
have social security protection. 
At the end of the year, nation¬ 
wide. about 1.341.000 children 
under 18 -ere receiving monthly 
social security insurance pay¬ 
ments. Of those, 131,000 were 
being paid monthly benefits be¬ 
nefits because of the retirement 
of an aged insured parent. Chil¬ 
dren who become totally dis¬ 
abled before age 18 may not be 
eligible for disabled child's bene¬ 
fit payments after age 18 This 
of social security insurance bene¬ 
fit, however, did not become pay¬ 
able until January 1957 and such 
benefits and beneficiaries are 
r.ot included in the figures quoted 
above. 

Commenting on the steady 
growth of the social security in¬ 
surance program. Mr Flynn said 
that three-fourthr of all men be¬ 
coming 65 this year will be elig¬ 
ible for socia lsecurity benefit 
payment*.

Animal. Bang'. Te.tnd REBUILT 


Acting State Veterinarian Dr. 
Robert H. Singer warned farm¬ 
ers today that they may be risk¬ 
ing financial loss by not requir¬ 
ing that all cattle bought or sold 
c l stockyards and public sales 
for return to the farm be tested 
tor Brucellosis prior to sale. 

Dr. Singer stated that reports 
had reached his office in Frank¬ 
fort that some stockyards were 
not blood testing cattle before 
they went into the - sales ring. 
Often the purchaser would buy 
a cow or bull only to find that 
it was brucellosis infected. In 
such cases, the animal must be 
sent to immediate slaughter, and 
ofien at prices considerably low¬ 
er than the purchaser had paid 
for the animal an hour or so 
e; rlier. 

The State Veterinarian pointed 
out that pre-sale testing was also 
advantageous to the seller be¬ 
cause the prospective purchaser 
could buy with the confidence 
that the animal in question was a 
healthy one. He added that some 
vards operators had reported to 
him that the selling price of a 
pre-tested animal ran $15-$25 
higher than for one that had not 
been tested. 

This regulation requiring test¬ 
ing of cattle being returned to 
the farm has been in effect since 
July 1. 1957. 

During the first month, 4,275 
cattle were blood tested to be 
returned to the farm. Of this 
number. 7.4 per cent either were 
branded as reactors or were de¬ 
signated "suspect". Neither re¬ 
actors nor suspects may be re¬ 
turned to the farm and must be 
sold for slaughter immediately. 

A total of 3,591 cattle passed 
the blood test and an additional 
366 -calves four to eight months 
of age were vaccinated against 
brucellosis. 318 cattle were con¬ 
demned. 


MORGAN MAN MAKES CANE 
STRIPPING MACHINE 

Venus Burton of Stacy Fork is 
getting ready to make sorghum 
on his farm. He has three acres 
of cane. Stripping that much cane 
ordinarly is a long tedious task. 
But Mr. Burton built a stripper 
out of wood which two men oper¬ 
ate. He says two men can strip 
enough canc in one hour to sup¬ 
ply a mill all day. 

The stripper is a simple mach¬ 
ine. He makes it by placing a 
heavy board four or five inches 
wide and 7 or 8 feet long in the 
crouch of four stake and rider 
legs, and nails several sharp cleats 
on top of the board. Top of the 
stalks and riders provide arms 
that bolds the stalks placed in by

LAMB CROP 
3 PERCENT SMALLER 

The 1957 lamb crop totaled 
19,800.000 head, 3 percent less 
than the 20,396,000 head raised 
in 1956 according to the Crop 
Reporting Board. This year's 
lamb crop is the smallest since 
1953 and is about equal to the 
liquidation of breeding flocks 
the 5 percent smaller lamb crop 
in the 13 Western States (11 
Western States plus South Dak¬ 
ota and Texas). The lamb crop 
in the 35 Native Sheep States is 
1 percent larger than last year 
and 11 percent above average. 
In Texas, the leading sheep State 
the 1957 lamb crop at 2.311.000 
head is 14 percent less than 1956 
and 24 percent below average.

LaViers of Paintsville, a coal op- 
crater; S. C. Van Curon of Har¬ 
lan, a newspaper executive; Dr. 
Adron Doran, president of More- 
head State College; The Rev. 
William M. Huie of Corbin, and 
Dr. Alec Spencer of West Liberty, 
a physician. 

The group will be known as 
the Regional Planning Commis¬ 
sion. It will work closely with 
the State Department of Econo¬ 
mic Development in an all-out 
effort to solve Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky’s ills. 

“If the plan works in Eastern 
Kentucky, we will try it in othei 
parts of the state,” Waterfield 
said “What we would like to see 
is an industry in every county 
seat.”

1954 a story appeared here about 
two sisters who had not seen each 
other since December 12, 1912, 
at the old Louisville Baptist Or¬ 
phans Home, 1022 S. First.

one of the operators. The other 
operator pulls the stalks out by 
the heads, always pulling stalks 
from the bottom of the pile. This 
strips the blades as the stalks 
are pulled out. And four or five 
stalks are pulled out each time 
Secret in operating the strip¬ 
per is done by the man putting 
the stalks in the stripper. Heads 
of the cane must be placed even 
with each other and just the right 
amount of stalks must be kept in 
the machine to provide the right 
height, because all stalks are 
pulled out from the bottom, heads 
first, and the weight of the pile 
helps do the job.

The 1958 Agriculture Conser¬ 
vation Program will remain sub¬ 
stantially the same as this year, 
the Agriculture Department has 
announced after Congress beat 
down earlier threats of eliminat¬ 
ing several widely-used conserva¬ 
tion practices. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ben¬ 
son had tried to eliminate some 
ACP practices in a bill for next 
year. 

Kentucky’s share of the na¬ 
tional ACP program amounts to 
an estimated S7 million which is 
available to farmers on a cost¬ 
sharing basis for such conserva¬ 
tion practices as: top-dressing 
with lime, seeding of short-term 
and rotation cover, conservation 
draining and ditching, building 
livestock ponds, providing scrub 
end brush control, tree planting, 
contour and strip cropping, con¬ 
struction of sod waterways and 
check dams, pasture and range 
management, terracing, and con¬ 
trolling of wind erosion.

Golden Anniversary

A series of meetings designed 
for Kentuckians, who have a 
real interest in obtaining new in¬ 
dustry for their communities has 
been scheduled by the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Under the direction of the Ken¬ 
tucky Chamber of Commerce 
Area Development Council five 
workshops are planned during 
the week of August 26-30, accord¬ 
ing to E. R. Mitchell, Covington, 
president of the Kentucky Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 

The chairman of the Area De¬ 
velopment Council for the State 
Chamber, Floyd Fairmon, Lex¬ 
ington, noted that workshops will 
be made up of a series of three 
panels dealing with the maor 
projects that local communities 
should include for a well-round¬ 
ed industrial development pro¬ 
gram.

Stings of the honeybee and 
wasp may feel alike, but thev are 
actually different and should be 
treated differently, say U. S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture research 
entomologists. 

The honeybee—and it’s a "she" 
if it stings—leaves the stinger in 
r.er victim. When she stings site 
dies, because leaving the stinger 
tears away part of her body. For 
this reason the honeybee usually 
stings only in defense of her 
colony. 

In contrast, females of the 
wasp, hornet and yellow jacket 
can sting again and again. They 
use their stingers as defensive 
weapons to force venomous fluid 
into the flesh. They too, will sting 
if their homes are disturbed and 
also if caught inside a car or up 
a sleeve. Both bees and wasps 
sting if they are frightened or 
confused. 

If stung by a honeybee, re¬ 
move the stinger immediately to 
keep much of the poison from 
entering the flesh. It is impor¬ 
tant to scrape out the stinger— 
there’s nothing better than a 
sharp fingernail never pull it 
out. If the stinger is pulled out, 
the fingers press the poison sacs 
attached to the stinger’s base and 
this forces the poison into the 
skin—as a hypodermic needle 
would. , 

Cold applications will relieve 
the swelling that may result if 
stung by a wasp, hornet .yellow 
jacket, bumblebee or honeybee. 
Then apply a paste made of 
water and bicarbonate of soda as 
recommended by the Public 
Health Service of the U. S. De¬ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. If s tung many 
times, or if the reaction is se¬ 
vere, see a doctor promptly.

If you think of your heart as a 
delicate organ easily strained by 
over-activity, you're wrong! A 
healthy heart is the toughest, 
strongest muscle in the body. It 
is the organ that would be likely 
to live longest if given chance to 
use its reserve powers. 

Actually, the heart is more ef¬ 
ficient than any machine man has 
been able to make and is virtual¬ 
ly impossible to strain. The heart 
produces enough energy in a life¬ 
time to lift the huge battleship 
Missouri 14 feet out of the water 
if it were applied all at once. 

Here are some other fascinat¬ 
ing facts about the human heart; 

The heart contracts, when its 
owner is resting, about 70 times 
a minute, or two and a half toil— 
'ion times in a 70-year life. Every 
day the heart pumps nine to 10 
tons of blood. With each beat 
one-hundredth part of the total 
blood in the body is pushed out 
into the great trunk artery cal¬ 
led the aorta. Later, this blood is 
forced through miles of blood i ves¬ 
sels. 

Tests have proved that much 
of the travel time is brief. For 
instance, if ether is injected into 
a vein in the arm, the smell of 
ether comes from the lungs in 
about six seconds. This is half ol 
a round trip for the arm blood 

To check the time for a round 
trip, saccharine, a sweet so pow¬ 
erful that a pinhead-size piece 
sweetens a cup of coffee, is in¬ 
jected into an arm vein. In just 
12 seconds the sweet taste reaches 
the tongue. It then has passed 
into the heart on its way to the 
!ungs, and after leaving the lungs, 
gone back through the heart to 
be pumped into the body and 
thence to the tongue. 

The heart muscle rests, relax¬ 
ed, more than half the time. Pro¬ 
vided, that is, that its owner gives 
the little powerhouse a fair 
chalice. A heart rests nearly 40 
years out of a lifetime of 70 
years. This is the heart’s great 
secret, its great reservoir of 
strength. This is the magic which 
a physician knows how to use in 
treating diseased hearts. 

But the person primarily re¬ 
sponsible for your heart is you— 
not your physician! For if you 
take care of your healthy heart, 
it will take care of you.

fall to tote a gun through the . 
woods and pastures and prove 
vhat a good shot he is. Squirrel 
season begins this year on August 
15, and quail and small game an- l 
imal season follows shortly after I 

Wives do not always greet these 
seasons with as much enthusiasm 
as do the menfolk, for they may 
be asked to prepare some unfam- ; 
iliar and doubtful meat dishes : 
Of even greater concern to them 
is the question of whether or not 
they are to be wives or widows 
by the time hunting season is 
over. 

Far too many hunters in their 
eagerness to bag the limit forget 
the safety rules and bag other 
hunters or themselves. Some over 
ar.xious and under-intelligent one 
take aim at anything that moves 
in the brush without waiting to 
see if it’s wearing feathers, fur. 
or a sport jacket. 

If there were a Society for the 
Prttention of Widows and Orp- 
ha:is of Careless Hunters, it would 
undoubtedly adopt as by-laws 
the ten commandments of fire¬ 
arm safety set forth by the Nat¬ 
ional Rifle Association. These 
ten safety rules should be memo¬ 
rized by all hunters. 

1. Treat every gun with the 
respret due a loaded gun. This 
is the cardinal rule of gun safety. 

2. Carry only empty guns 
which are broken down or have 
the action open into your auto¬ 
mobile, camp, and home. 

3. Always be sure that the bar- 
rell and action are clear of obst¬ 
ructions. 

4. Always carry your gun to 
that you can control the direction 
of the muzzle, even if you stum¬ 
ble. 

5. Be sure of your target be¬ 
fore you pull the trigger. 

6 . Never Point a gun at any¬ 
thing you do not want te^shoot. 

7. Never leave your gun unat¬ 
tended unless you unload it first. 

8 . Never climb a tree or a 
fence with a loaded gun. 

9. Never shoot at a flat, hard 
turface or the surface of water. 

10. Do not mix gunpowder and 
alcohol^

1911 son of the late Elic Elliott 
and Pearl Day Elliott and was 
called away shortly after mid¬ 
night at his home here on July 
15, *1957 about an hour after suf¬ 
fering a coronary attack. Curtis 
rittended elementary school at 
Straight Creek and graduated 
from high school at Breckenridgc 
Training School at Murehcid Hi 
later attended college at More¬ 
head State and Kentucky Wcsley- 
cn. He was a teacher in this co¬ 
unty for several years. He also 
worked for Mansfield Tire in 
Mansfield. Ohio, and Dayton 
j Rubber in Dayton, Ohio. In 1947 
he obtained a franchise and be¬ 
came associated with Southern 
States Cooperative as co-owner 
and manager of Morgan Farmers 
Store, the position in wh.ch he 
temained until his death. South¬ 
ern States Cooperative District 
Manager Tommy Combs presented 
I Mrs. Elliott with the ten year pin 
which Curtis would have received 
at the Southern States annual 
meeting to have been held here 
August 2. 

On June 2, 1933 Curtis was mar¬ 
ried to Eva Black of West Lib¬ 
erty. Their home was blessed 
with five lovely children—Bar- 
letta Jo Sheets of West Liberty; 
Pfc. Denzil Royce Elliott, station¬ 
ed at Camp Roberts, California;

Larger families and higher in- | 
comes have increased the need 
for the possibility of having lar¬ 
ger houses, says Mrs. Gladys M 
Lickert, University of Kentucky 
Extension housing specialist. 

The 3-bedroom house is seem- 
iogly the standard model now, 
as the 2 -bedroom house was » 
few years ago. In 1950, two- 
thirds of the one-family houses 
built had only two bedrooms, 
but five years later, two-thirds 
of them had three bedrooms. In 
one year, the porportion of new 
houses with three bedrooms, in¬ 
creased from 58 to 68 percent of 
those constructed . 

There has been a general in¬ 
crease in new house prices, leav¬ 
ing a smaller proportion in the 
lower price bracket. Construct¬ 
ion features and labor costs were 
factors in rising prices In 1950, 
less than one third of the houses 
surveyed were of brick, but five 
years later the number had in¬ 
creased to one-third. Use of fire¬ 
places followed the same pattern 
Asbestos shingles, a relatively 
Inexpensive type of siding mat¬ 
erial, declined in popularity.
